unsusual conditions in the South and 
the markets of the world which are 
operating to redace materially 
th<* 
usual autu m n supply of cotton seed, 
cotton growers are urged by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture to save 
enough of their best seed to meet all 
their planting needs next spring. 
It 
is recommended, that in 
estimating 
the supply which will be needed, al­ 
lowance be made for 
possible 
re­ 
planting requirement^. 
It is 
also 
suggested t h a t farmers having 
ex­ 
ceptionally good seed may find it ad- 
vantageous to save more than enough 
to till their own needs, since 
there 
should be a ready salt* for the sur­ 
plus in the spring to other planters. 
t'otton growers should not be will­ 
ing, because of the seed shortage, to 
tak the first supply available without 
regard to its quality, but should will­ 
ingly pay an increased price for the 
seed of types of proven worth. F a rm ­ 
ers having a sufficient supply of un- 
inned se d of good quality should 
see that special precaution* are taken 
to avoid contamination by mixture 
with worthless seed during ginning, 
ll may be v, ell to save such seed cot­ 
ton until near the close of the ginning 
season, when arrange ments 
for 
es­ 
pecially 
careful 
ginning 
may 
be 
made. 
The primary factor in the cotton 
seed shortage, jt is shown by reports 
to the Department of Agriculture, is 
the shortage of the cotton crop 
in 
most of the Southern states, due to 
drought, floods, and boll weevil in­ 
festation. 
The shortage is marked 
in all the cotton producing states 
* \eept Georgia. Louisiana, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas, and 
is appreciable in some of thos-* states. 
The seed produced is rapidly passing 
to the mills for crushing, since the 
price offered per ton is approximate­ 
ly twice as high as during normal 
years.
